s there another instance in legislative his 
lory where an anonymous author was intro- 
duced by a committee with such a puff? Was 
the unknown writer paid a fee to write some- 
thing better than Sndon Story for the occa. 
sion? Lawyers—especially eminent ones— 
rarely write so well all for love and nothin 
solid, Or did he write so freely and well 
under the god-like stimalous of envy or 
hate ? 

From sheer kindness to my good friends, 
the now blushing “fair and learned four,” I 
forbear to analyze the strange mixture of 
fdmor and fancy, law and bad logic, which 
they exhibit in an official report, from a

But lest this ponderous myth should in- 
deed weigh down the once great, but now 
mutilated Story, I will close this division of 
the subject, by referring thereader to a case 
from edr own Suoreme Court reports. In 
the case of Backner vs. Chambliss, 30 Geor- 
gia ., 658, this very question of a combina- 
tion of bidders, even at a public sale under 
execution, came up and was decided.

“The proof was, that Morris, Brady and 
Salter bought the land jomtly at the Sheriff's 
ssle; In fact, the Sheriff's deed is made to 
them. The court char the jury ‘that if 
they combined not to bid against each other, 
the sale wus void.’ This waserror. It was 
equivalent to saying that persons could not 
buy property at Sheriff's sale on joint accoent, 
or every agreement to buy on joint account 
imple am agreement that they will not bid 
againat each other. There is no such rule of 
law as that. If had used any means 
unfairly or fraudulently to prevent other per- 
sons from bidding for the property, that 
would have defeated the sale as to them ; and 
that is what we suppose the court intended 
lo charge; but stated broadly as the “4 
is in the record, it makes a very material dif- 
ference.” 

And just that same material diflerence— 
very greatly increased both in substance and 
force—exista between the case, as reported by 
this majority report, and as made by the evi- 
dence taken, in the case of the lease. 

This decision was made by Joseph Henry 
Lumpkin, Linton Stephens and Richard F 
Lyon,all “eminent lawyers in our own State.” 
Are they not sufficient to balance the wonder- 
ful scintellation of the unfeed mythical who 
has condescended to reveal his very legal 
godliness to the “fair and learned four” alone? 
What an encouragement to anonymous 
nopentitics is this report of the majority ! 
hey come to the front as legal authority. | 
never thought anonymous writers were great 
on law and truth.
